REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire the Commissioners of Grafton County 
herewith present the annual report of the Commission- 
ers, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of County 
Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Chap- 
lain, Physician and Farm Bureau. 


Treasurer, Harry S. Huckins, has again collected 
all taxes for the year 1943. This is the eighth con- 
secutive year that all taxes have been collected. 


Superior Court 


There was appropriated for the year 1948 $20,000, 
and this less an expense of $18,280.78 leaves a sur- 
plus of $1,719.22 under the amount appropriated. 


County Farm 


The number of inmates cared for at the Farm 
shows a slight decrease over the year 1942. However, 
with the increased cost of labor and supplies, the per 
capita cost was increased to $7.74. 


The hospital as usual has been will filled and pro- 
vides good care and comfort for those requiring hos- 
pitalization—it is a real financial asset to the County. 


The buildings connected with the farm are in first 
class condition, repairs being made as needed. 


‘For the excellent conditions at the farm we are in- 
debted to Superintendent and Mrs. J. E. Andrews, their 
assistants together with all others, who have con- 
tributed to the success of the farm. 


For details covering administration of the institu- 
tion we would refer you to the Superintendent’s report 
on other pages. 


Welfare and Relief 


The cost of taking care of the Poor not on the 
Farm for the year 1943 was $12,427.62, a decrease of 
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$5,667.30 over the year 1942. The cost of Old Age 
Assistance for the year 1943 was $8,545.49 or a de- 
crease of $696.76 over the year 1942. The cost of Board 
and Care of Children for the year 1943 was $18,626.54 
or a decrease of $2,048.74. Aid to Dependent Soldiers 
and families for the year 1943 was $967.46 or a de- 
crease of $1,649.86 over year 1942. The cost of Welfare 
Administration for 1943 was $6,632.50 or a decrease of 
$1,806.24 over year 1942. 


From the above you will note that there is a total 
decrease of $11,868.40 for the year 1943 over the year 
1942, for all kinds of welfare except the County Farm. 
This decrease in relief is particularly due to business 
conditions, which give employment to all able bodied 
persons at a good rate of pay. As usual there have been 
several cases transferred from Town to County and 
also several cases transferred from Direct Relief to 
Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children. 
However, you should not lose sight of the fact that 
whatever unit of government, whether Federal, State, 
County, City or Town, meets these costs in the first 
instance it is the taxpayer who has to pay in the final 
analysis. 


Finances 


There was appropriated for 1943, $180,350.00 for 
County expenses. From this amount there is deducted 
for estimated revenue $74,250.00, included in this 
amount there was surplus cash on hand January 1, 
1943 of $52,922.26, making amount necessary to be 
raised by County tax, $106,100.00. 


We closed the year with surplus cash on hand of 
$22,794.27, which will be applied to reduce the County 
tax for year 1944. 


The County tax for the year 1943 of $106,100.00 is 
the lowest County tax since the year 1924, when it was 
$105,110.00 and since that date the County tax has 
been as high as $277,600.00 in the year 1939. 


With a funded debt of only $60,000.00, which is 
for bonds issued to build the new Almshouse in the 
year 1929, leaves the finances of the County in the best 
of condition. 
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In closing we wish to thank all those who have con- 
tributed to the welfare of the County, as without them 
we could not make a success.

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SELECTMEN OF TOWN AND OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR 


Your attention is called to the following extracts 
from the laws of 1903: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding 
his death shall be entitled to reciver from the estate 
of such persons the sum or sums paid out for such 
assistance the said claim to be a preferred claim 
against his said estate after payment of funeral 
charges, expense of last sickness and expenses of 
administration, provided he leaves no widow or minor 
children at his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the sup- 
port of any person unless, he or the person under 
whom he derives his settlement, shall have wholly 
gained a settlement therein during the ten years pre- 
ceding the last date of application for support pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any town 
in this state upon arriving at age of seventy years 
shall lose that settlement on account of being exempt 
by law from paying a poll tax, if he resides in said 
town. 


ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110 
Following Section 6 


SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is. 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect 
the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such

person or family while in quarantine in such manner 
as in the judgment of the board may be deemed wise 
and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the board may determine, shall be 
deemed as legitimate expendtiure for the protection 
of public health and shall be charged to the account 
of incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper 
account, nor shall such expenditure be construed to 
mean a public aid to the person or persons so quaran- 
tined and assisted unless such person or persons are 
already paupers as define dby the Public Statutes.

The Bookmobile this past year, as well as the year 
before, has brought the benefits of a library to our 
door, and was much appreciated by us. 


Outside friends, as usual, have contributed maga- 
zines, books, candy, and flowers, thus adding much to 
the pleasure of our family. 


In closing, we wish to extend our appreciation to 
the County Commissioners, County Physician, Chap- 
lain and Employees for their kind co-operation during 
the year.

A choir, 
composed of inmates, renders invaluable service at this 
hour as they bring the message in song. Chorus sing- 
ing, duets and occasional solos are greatly enjoyed by 
all. 


Owing to the gas rationing, we have not been able 
to hold special musical programs as in former years; 
however, it is my sincere hope that it may be possible 
to resume such a plan soon, and that we may be able to 
have talent from the nearby churches on special 
occasions. 


Christmas is always an occasion of great joy in this 
institution, as everywhere, and this year was no excep- 
tion to the rule. 


Thursday evening of Christmas week, the commis- 
sioners, the staff and inmates gathered in the Chapel 
where two huge Christmas trees were laden with gifts, 
oranges, cornballs and popcorn. All enjoyed the beau- 
tiful pageant, “Around the Manger,” which was pre- 
sented by the young people and senior choir of the 
North Haverhill Methodist Church under the direction 
of the Chaplain. Mary and Joseph, the Angels, Shep- 
herds, Travellers, and Wise Men all appeared in beau- 
tiful costume, while a special lighting effect added much 
to the scene. 


During the year I have officiated at six funerals in 
the Chapel. I have visited the hospital patients, and 
the aged and maimed in their rooms. 


Again I want to express my sincere gratitude to 
Mr. and Mrs. Andrews, the Commissioners and all 
others who are giving so much of their time and talents 
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in this great work of ministering and caring for the 
needs of all who have been entrusted to their care.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN 


To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


I herewith submit my report of the clinical affairs 
of the hospital for the year ending December 31, 1948. 


It appears that the hospital is taking splendid care 
of all patients sent in at an unusually small expense to 
the County. This is accomplished in part by our small 
staff of active and energetic nurses who begin their 
work early in the morning and carry on until every pa- 
tient is well cared for. 


Our nursing staff remains the same as last year— 
three graduates and two orderlies. Two are on duty 
during the daytime and one at night, so that at all 
times the patients are under the watchful care of a 
graduate nurse. I believe there is no other hospital 
where so much good nursing is done and such good 
care given with such a small staff of nurses, and they 
are kindly and sympathetic. 


Since many of our patients are of advanced age 
and without close friends, it would be difficult to over- 
estimate the importance of a kindly and sympathetic 
staff of nurses. Elderly people removed from their 
homes where they have lived for a long time, and 
away from their old surroundings, need a great deal 
of benevolent consideration. They need to be met more 
than halfway. 


The County Hospital is classed as a general hos- 
pital; that is, it admits all kinds of illness except con- 
tagious diseases. The operating room is well equipped 
and all ordinary surgery may be done here. 


Besides those in the hospital many patients have 
been attended in the Almshouse, Jail and House of 
Correction. The hospital stands ready to receive emer- 
gency patients at all times, day and night. But before 
such are brought in one of the Commissioners should 
be consulted. 


I would particularly commend Superintendent and 
Mrs. Andrews for their success in maintaining com- 
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plete harmony among all the employees of the institu- 


tion without which good work cannot be done. 


For the assistance of the Commissioners I am 
deeply grateful. To all those who have worked with 


me in the hospital I express my thanks.
